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They Invade San Salvador but 


Are Routed 
Out. 


WAR BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES 


It "WHS Commenced Without the Usnal 


Formality of a Declaration of Hostili- 
ties mid the First Victory Resulted in 
Favor of San Salvador—The Gtiatemal- 
au« Outnumber the People of San Sal- 
vador, but the Latter Are Said To Be 
Better Armed. 


CITY OF MEXICO, July 21.—The long- 


threa:*-ned war has broken out between 
Guatemala and Salvador, according to offi- 
cial a'.lvices received by the confidential 
agent of tlie provisional government of 
San Salvador, Senor Geronimo Pou, who 
arrived here Saturday night from San Sal- 
vador. It began without the usual for- 
malities of a declaration of war, and for 
his country Senor Pou claims first victory. 
Senor 1'ou then exhibited the following 
telegram from Gen. Ezeta: 


JULY 18.—The enemy, S.UOO strong, Thursday 


invatk-d San Salvador, but our forces bravely 
reptll^'-d them, cad-ing their complete rout. 
Many pieces of artillery, large quantities of 
ammunition and hundreds of stacks of arms 
were • ui.tured by us. I have given orders to 
mlvan e into (Guatemala. 


Sennr Pou snys the Salvador army is 


armed with Remington rifles, machine 
guns, and mountain batteries, and is gen- 
erally well eqipped with plenty of money. 
The Salvadorian forces are inferior in 
number to those of Guatemala, but Senor 
Pou says that he has received advices that 
disaffection has occurred in the army of 
Guatemala, and two battalions have re- 
fused to proceed to the frontier, which, he 
thinks, will have the effect of equalizing 
matu-rs. Gen. Ezetii is commanding the 
movements of the Salvador forces. 


"Well Armed Forces. 


Minister Diegoez of Guatemala and San 


Salvador says that the only dispatches re- 
ceived are from points in San Salvador 
where it is known that press censorship is 
in force. ''Our forces are well armed with 
Remington 
rifles. Galling 
guns, and 


momnain batteries, and if San Salvador 
has IC.iiOO men in the field, we have nearly 
double tljiit number. While it is true we 
have no l>ig fund in the treasury, every- 
body in the country will come to the front 
with money in case there be war." It is 
the general opinion here that m case there 
be war between Guatamala and San Sal- 
vador, the first-named country will be 
victorious, owing to its superior forces. 


''There is not, nor has there been, an- 


archy in San Salvador," said Senor Pou. 
"There has been absolute peace in every 
department of the republic. It is thor- 
oughly understood by our people that Gen. 
Ezeta is only our provisional president 
and that he will not attempt to force him- 
self upon the republic tis president. Can- 
didates are aUo active throughout the 
country for the position, but it is a good 
natured contest, there being nothing like 
the a>.sasMuations or disorders or pronun- 
ciamentos iu any department as reported. 


Baseless Fabrications. 


"I officially deny the reports of upris- 


ings, assassinations, and other things that 
have been circulated. The telegram to 
the effect that Gen. Ezeta has threatened 
to shoot the fumilies of those men who 
have £ione to other countries since the 
£t!d and has b'own up houses with dyna- 
mite 
are 
baseless fabrications. 
Gen. 


Ezeta upon being made provisional presi- 
dent issued a proclamation of amnesty to 
all political exiles and that they are tak- 
ing advantage of desire isevidenced by the 
return of Ken. Moran from San Fran- 
cisco. It is Gen. Ezeta's idea to endeavor 
by pvochimation to bring back all of the 
refugees to the country. Gen. Moran has 
without question been well received and 
has been welcomed by the provisional 
president and by a special committee who 
awaite I his arrival at the post." 


It is rumored that President Barillas of 


Guatemala talks of resigning. Gen. Bar- 
rudiu. the Guatemalan refugee, has left 
Oa.xaca to take part in the war. He will 
probably raise the standard of revolt in 
Guatemala. 


Iteports I'ossibly Exaggerated. 


PARIS, July 21.—The Guatemalan min- 


ister here, referring to the reports from 
Mexico that war has broken out between 
Guatemalta and San Salvador, says that 
the telegrams irom Mexico are inexact. 
"War has not been declared, he says, and no 
Guatemalan troops have crossed the fron- 
tier of San Salvador. It is the minister's 
opinion that the lighting referred to in the 
dispatches must have occurred in the in- 
terior of .San Salvador, between factions 
in that couutrv. 


Knocked Out Original Packages. 


CHAMBERLAIN, S. D., July 21.—Judge 


Haney. of this district, has sustained his 
temporary injunction closing the original 
package houses in this city. The grounds 
given are that the enabling act admitting 
South Dakota to statehood authorized the 
enactment of the prohibition clause in the 
state constitution. 
Such enabling act 


having been passed by congress subse- 
quent to the passage of tha inter-state 
commerce law.

Re- 
cently !!;•<• ks, who h:.s an es'.imable wife, 
became oiin.ily infatuated with Melissa 
Smith, a huinisome mulatto girl. A few 
days n-.o neighbors warned Brooks to for- 
sake the colored girl. He promised to do 
so, but .sfttretly sold out his store, mort- 
gaged his farm, and fled. 


Died Daring His Sleep. 


NEWARK, O., July 21.—Felix Evans, an 


honored and respected farmer of McKean 
township, was found dead in his bed by 
his wife when she awoke Saturday morar 
ing. He was well and hearty when be re- 
tired Friday night. It is presumed that 
he died without a struggle, as his wife 
knew nothing of his death until she awoke 
and found his corpse beside her.

TORE UP THE TRACKS. 


War Between a City Council, and tb« 


Owner of a Street Car Line. 


ASHTAni'LA, Ohio, July 21.—The cul- 


mination of a hitter war between the city 
council and John Stewart, owner of the 
street railroad line between 'the city and 
harbor, took place Saturday night, when 
nearly the entire length of his road, three 
miles, was torn up. Stewart obtained a 
franchise seven years ago and built the 
road under a state charter. Within tha 
past few years he has beaten the city 
twice at law and three months ago the 
council passed an ordinance revoking his 
franchise, and announced their intention 
of tearing up the tracks. Stewart ob- 
tained a temporary injunction and on 
Saturday a hearing took place before 
Judge Sherman, who dissolved the In- 
junction but allowed the restraining or- 
der to hold until Monday. 
j 


Could Not Kelay the Tracks. 


Regardless of this a secret session of 


the council was called and at 8 o'clock 
300 men headed by the marshal and en- 
tire police force began tearing up the 
tracks, which was completed by midnight. 
Simday afternoon Stewart set a force of 
men at work relaying the track, but they 
were driven away by the police. The city 
bases its action on an alleged noil fulfill- 
ment of contract. Stewart wi'.l bring suit 
for damages. There is great excitement 
over the affair and the removal of the 
tracks will have an injurious effect on 
the business interests of the city. 


PROBABLY A HORRIBLE CRIME. 


It Now Looks as Thongli the Quebec Vic- 


tims Were Murdered. 


QUEBEC, Can., July 21 —It is now be- 


lieved that the five victims of Friday 
morning's fire above De Lamarre's tavern 
were the victims of a horrible murder. 
Pierre Marauda, father of the family, who 
arrived here a few days ago from Worces- 
ter, Mass., to take his family to his new 
home in Massachusetts, is said to have had 
tl,600 in his possession. Rumor is current 
that Marauda, his wife and three children 
were murdered before the fire was started. 
Their charred remains were taken to St. 
Charles' cemetery Friday, but Saturday, 
in consequence of the current rumors, Drs. 
Lavere and Boldue were sent to the char- 
nel house to make a post-mortem exam- 
ination. 


Sensational Testimony. 


Elie Dnfour, a 16-year-old boy, swore at 


the coroner's inquest Saturday that about 
a fortnight aq;o De Lumarre, in whose 
tavern the fire originated, and who is 
now a prisoner by order of the coroner, 
offered him *5 to set /ire to the house and 
?1>) if he succeeded in burning it, giving 
him minute instructions where to find 
matches, etc. A tremendous sensation 
was caused by this evidence and the in- 
quest was immediately adjourned until 
Tuesday. De Lamarre was heavily in- 
sured.

A New Phase Iu the Attempted Train

while on his engine, and the probable 
fatal wounding of his fireman, Sam 
Roadhouse, resulted Sunday in the arrest 
of the latter iharged with the crime. He 
protests his innocence, and sticks to his 
first statement that they were both as- 
saulted by unknown men after they left 
the first station south of this place. Be- 
ing injured himself the theory UTihat they 
engaged in a fight, the result of several 
days' quarrel, 
and that Vandevender 


struck him first, knocking him down and 
Inflicting the wounds on the back of Hoad- 
house's head by his falling on the coal in 
the tender. The supposition is that Rood- 
house awaited an opportunity and then 
beat Vandevender on the head with a 
hammer, which was found in the cab cov- 
ered with blood. 


A MINNEAPOLIS SENSATION. 


Two Women Horsewhip a Census -Enum- 


erator for SlauderottR Talk. 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 21.—James Wood 


was unmercifully horsewhipped Sunday 
by Mrs. Winnie Brazier. 
Wood served 


ae census enumerator and became ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Brazier, who is a 
widow, and only 24 years old. He became 
•esidttous iu his attentions to the young 
lady and so demonstrative that she was 
obliged to deny herself to him. For re- 
venge he, it is alleged, mode slanderous 
remarks about Mrs. Brazier and a lady 
friend, Miss West. Mrs. Brazier Sunday 
called upon him and the two, on her in- 
vitation, went out for a walk, winding up 
at her home. Soon after they entered 
passers-by were startled to hear yells aud 
frantic appeals for help issue from the 
house, imd, on entering, found the youth 
being belabored by the indignant young 
woman and Miss West, both of whom hod 
horsewhips. 


DEATH OF A HERO. 


After Rescuing; Several People He Per- 


ialies in the Flames. 


DENVER, Colo., July 21.—John Johnson, 


a hod-carrier, was suffocated in the Com- 
mercial hotel. There wera over 100 people 
in the place when a disastrous fire broke 
out at 4:10 a. m., and firemen found it im- 
possible to get into the place. Johnson 
ran iu the burning building and carried 
out a dozen girls. He then entered a room 
in which two drunken men slept and, after 
arousing them, was overcome by heat and 
fell to the floor. He crawled under a bed 
in the blinding smoke aud was badly burn- 
ed before death ensued 
from suffoca- 


tion. C. J. Hoffman will die of injuries 
received and Hondo Laudon, who jumped 
out o£ a window, is seriously injured. The 
financial loss is small, but about twenty 
people were more or less burned. John- 
son, the hero who lost his life, formerly 
lived somewhere in Pennsylvania. 


Illetv Up the Joint with Dynamite. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 21.—In a num- 


ber of towns and counties in this state 
local option prohibition has been in force 
for yen rs. Recently "original package" 
houfit'H have been opened in nearly all 
these places. Last week James Ward 
opened an original package shop in Col- 
linsville, DeKalb county. He was warned 
to leave, but paid no heed to the warning 
and Saturday night his place was blown 
up with dynamite. The force of the ex- 
plosion was terrible, and no original pack- 
ages were left in the neighborhood. 


Hrotherhood of Uallroad Firemen. 
HAUTFORD, Conn,, July 21.—Five hun- 


dred members of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Firemen assembled in a union meet- 
ing at AHyn hall, Sunday morning, to dis- 
cuss matters relating to their business. A 
set of resolutions was adopted favoring 
the passage of the bill pending in congress 
requring railroads to use automatic brakes 
and couplers on freight trains. The reso- 
lutions also pledged the members of the 
brotherhood to do all in their power to 
prevent train men from working on Sun- 
day. 


Some Boy's C«rrless Shooting. 


TOI.KIIO, O., July 21.—Rosa A Heuroit, 


aged 4 years, died Sunday from the ef- 
fects of a bullet in her brain. 
The post- 


mortem examination revealed a sixteen- 
grain bullet, such as are used in small 
rifles the boys use to shoot sparrows. She 
was found Thursday evening sitting in 
front of her father's house with the blood 
issuing from the wound. The coroner has 
ordered an investigation. There is no clue 
as to who did the shootiug. 


Killed nt a Railway Croa>lng. 


SYBACCSE, N. Y., July 21.—The St. Louis 


express on the New York Central railroad 
struck a wagon containing Winslow Har- 
mon, his wife, and 5-year-old daughter at 
the Weedsport crossing at 10 o'clock Sun- 
day night. 
Mr. Harmon was instantly 


killed. Mrs. Harmon sustained injuries 
which it is thought will result in her 
death, and the girl was seriously, but not 
fatally, injured. 


The Tioga Disaster. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—The officers of the 


Genesee Oil company at Buffalo, N. Y., 
refuse to attend the coroner's inquest be- 
ing held in this city in the steamer Tioga 
explosion by which twenty-six men were 
killed. In a letter received, however, the 
officers of the company admit having 
shipped naphtha as oil, but claimed that 
the steamboat officials knew the character 
of the freight. 


Shot for a Bear. 


FAUWEIA, Mich., July 21.--John C. 


Lord shot and instantly killed Erastus J. 
Ferguson Sunday afternoon. 
Ferguson 


was picking huckleberries about eight 
miles west of here and Lord mistook him 
for a bear. Ijord accompanied the body 
to this place and gave himself into cus- 
tody. Ferguson was about 80 years old 
and leaves a wife and three small chil- 
dren. 


Will Swim for •l.OOO. 


BOSTON, July 21.—J. B. Johnson, the 


veteran swimmer of Great Britain, and 
holder of the swimming championship of 
the British isle, who recently arrived here, 
has succeeded in getting on a match with 
Professor Donaldson to ewin ten miles for

That was not my fault, and I don't think 
the government ought to be mean enough 
to beat me out of my bounty and pension 
on that account."

Hemp And Hlndlng Twine. 


Illinois C«r, Country Gentlemen. 


A mill of considerable capacity having 


been in operation in Champaign several 
years manufacturing cotton bagging from 
flax tow, laid aside the requisite machinery 
a ) ear or two since, aud put in other for 
tbe making of hemp binding twine. The 
proprietors found the business BO profitable 
that they have TOO acres sown in hemp the 
current season, and the weather having 
been favorable for tlie crop, the promise for 
a large yield is at this date excellent. The 
chief stockholders were here a few days 
ago and were so well pleased with the out- 
look, they are reported to have resolved to 
lncre«se the product in 1891 to 3,000 acres. 
So far they have preferred to lease ratlier 
than purchase the land, and pay an 
annual rental of 86 an acre for five con- 
secutive years. 
There is considerable con 


fllct of opinion as to whether hemp is or is 
not an exhausting crop. 
The land owtit n 


appear to have satisfied themselves that, if 
the hemp is cut jast at the epocli of bloom, 
ind allowed to remoin o., the land duriiiK 
Hie process of partial rotting, as the 
c<.rf 


tractors propose it shall, then so much t f 
the fertility taken up from the noil will In- 
returned to it, that hemp in tills way will 
not prove exhaustive.

an acre for five years is so largo a price and 
so much over the average S4, the farm and 
farm lands rent for, it creates suspicion that 
the manufacturers know what tliey ate 
about and pay in advance a fair price for 
deterioration, In order to be able to secure 
fresh land when their present lease expires. 
Tbe process of the cultivation of hemp for 
binding twine is of the simplest de- 
scription, and consists Iu plowing the 
land as for corn, fall plowing being pie- 
ferable, harrowing it, seeding by drills 
or broadcast, aud rolling afforwards. Noth- 
ing more is required to be done till the har- 
vest, when the crop is cut by a common 
mowing machine and allowed to lie on tin-- 
land till sufficiently rotted.

ered, put in stacks, and afterwards hauled 
to the breaking machine, which is set up 
convenient to the fields. Tim superiority 
o hemp for binding twine consists mainly 
in this,that the (Ibre is among tho strongest, 
and a cord of half the si/,e of jmo or sNal 
has the requisite strength, HO that one ton 
of it will bind as many acres us two tons of 
the inferior manufacture. La 'd nnd lati- 
tude soiling hemp culture in the eountie of 
Illinois, there is no apparent reason wliy 
the use of the fibre should be restrict**! to 
so common and coarse a product as bindlnu 
twine, aud it is therefore possible-this form 
of manufacture is the commencement of n 
local industry that will sooner or later de 
volop into large, if not enormous propoi 
tions.

The people in the neighborhood five 


miles west of Decatur did not sleep much 
ast night. All the men in that part of the 
county were out all night looking for a well 
Iressed stranger, and the chances are that 
£ they had found him he would have been 
given a costume of tar and feathers that 
would have fitted well with the inward 
blackness of his soul. After being thus 
dressed, he would have been given an ele- 
vated position that would have suited his 
deserts, however irnch bodily discomfort It 
might hare given him. 


A party of the searchers reached Decatur 


ast night after 12 o'clock, and this is their 
story:

Mrs. Foster lying on the bed, crying 
trembling, and apparently suffering from 8 
great nervous shock. 
On her throat wer

that had so nearly choked out her life. A 
soon as Mrs. Shehan heard the broken story 
that Mrs. Foster told, she left to alarm thi 
neighborhood. Mr. Foster was working In i 
hftyfleld at William Cross's with several othe 
men. There Mrs. Shehan went, and tol< 
of the dreadful occurrence only a half mil 
away. Some time had then been lost, bu 
all went to at once looking for the assailau 
of Mrs. Foster. Horses were unhltchei 
from mowers and hay wagons. Some went ti 
secure guns. Others took the pitchforks a 
hand and the neighborhood was scoured. A 
the story spread the searchers increased ii 
numbprs. Though the search was eo gen 
eral, tbe object of it seemed to evade pur 
suit. He was seen going through Edmoii 
Holly's orchard, wbich Is near Foster's 
Then he was sean going towards Harris 
town, and was afterward seen going sout 
of Harrlstown, crossing a cornfield. Ther 
all trace was lost.
